In  a  recent  paper  appeared  an  aoooont 
of  a  strange  aeeidant  in  which  a  man 
was  killed  by  the  discharge  of  a  gun 
while  lying  asleep  an  a  lonuge  in  his 
room,  the  weapon  being  discharged  by 
reflected  rays  of  the  son  falling  upon 
the  cartridge  chamber  of  the  firearm. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  story  a 
correspondent  from  York,  Pa.,  writes 
concerning  the  accident  and  refers  to  a 
similar  case,  in  which,  through  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  a  clever  Ciccir—iii  lawyer 
named  (J.  C.  Wallis,  I  he  0  .1  uccoaed 
of  murder  and  sentence*,  be  banged 
was  set  at  liberty,  the  circumstantial 
evidence  on  which  be  was  convicted  be¬ 
ing  entirely  exploded  by  a  witnessed 
demonstration  as  to  bow  the  accident 
really  occurred. 

The  York  oorraapondent  referred  to 
volume  IS  of  The  Criminal  Law  Maga¬ 
zine,  page  807,  on  which  a  full  account 
of  the  case  appears.  The  oase  waa  that 
of  the  state  of  Tennessee  against  Avery, 
tried  in  Henry  ooonty,  that  state,  and 
is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  In  tba 
history  of  criminal  jurisprudence. 

In  June,  1887,  Charles  Eualey,  the 
cousin  of  a  man  of  the  name  of  Avery, 
waa  killed  in  his  room  while  lying  on  a 
lounge,  about  3  o'clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  The  weapon  which  caused  the 
death  was  a  small  rifle,  sending  a  83 
caliber  ball  through  Ensley's  brain.  No 
one  was  in  the  house  at  tbe  time  but 
Ensley.  An  empty  rifle  was  fonnd  lying 
on  a  rack  on  a  wall  of  tbe  room  in  which 
the  killing  occurred,  and  the  bullet  fit¬ 
ted  the  tubei 

Avery  was  arrested  for  the  crime,  as 
he  waa  the  only  living  close  relative  to 
Ensley,  and  by  his  death  profited  to  the 
amount  of  about  4100,000.  Avery  was 
tried,  pleaded  not  guilty,  but  was  ooo- 
victed  of  murder  in  the  first  degree  and 
sentenced  to  be  hanged.  He  appealed  to 
the  supreme  oourt  and  engaged  Mr. 
Wallis  to  defend  him.  The  supreme 
court  remanded  the  case  back  to  the  cir¬ 
cuit  oourt  on  technical  errors.  Two 
mistrials  ware  brought  about,  and  then 
came  the  strangest  port  of  the  story. 
The  brilliant  Wallis  struck  the  keynote 
to  the  mystery.  In  Aognst,  1891,  he 
bad  the  rifle  loaded  and  hnng  on  tbe

When  a  mall  car  or  a  post  office  is  rob¬ 
bed,  it  la  always  tha  registered  matter, 
advertised  un  lu  face  as  valuable,  that 
ia  taken.  In  1860  the  postmaster  gener 
al  of  tbs  United  States  advocated  tbe 
abandonment  at  registration  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  "fruitful  only  of 
danger  to  what  it  was  designed  to  pro- 
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Tbe  remedy  is  very  simple.  The  gov¬ 
ernment  ought  to  grant  compensation 
for  registered  letters  lost  or  destroyed. 
Nearly  all  foreign  countries  give  such 
insurance.  In  Great  Britain,  for  exam¬ 
ple.  tha  registration  fee  is  only  4  cants, 
and  if  tbe  letter  is  not  safely  delivered 
to  the  addressee,  an  indemnity  of  $10  is 
paid  to  the  loser.  A  graduated  series  of 
fees  is  so  arranged  that  tbe  sender  u f  a 
parcel  can  insure  it  op  to  $350,  this 
maximum  guarantee  requiring  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  91  cents.  The  parcel  must  be
